Snow flurries, which added 
about 2 of an inch to the 1-inch 
fall of New Year's day, were due 
to end this afternoon, The Merc- 
ury, which recorded a miximum 
of 30 degrees at 6 o'clock last 
night, dropped to 14 at 9 o'clock 
this morning, and was expected 
to go no higher than 18 today.

PLANE, 9 ABDARD, 
MISSING 4 DAYS 


Navy Patrol Craft Taking 
Pictures at Time — 
May Have Landed 
Safely in Open Water. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
A PBM Mariner seaplane with 
nine persons aboard is overdue 
on an exploratory flight from the 
Byrd Antarctic expedition, the 
Navy reported today. nia 

The plane took off from the 
seaplane tender U.S. S. Pine Island 
at 4:45 a. m., St. Louis time, Dec. 
30. It was scheduled to return at 
2:45 p.m, the same day, but had 
sufficient fuel for 11 additional 
hours of flight. 

The last report from the plane 
was received at 7:25 a.m. Dec. 30 
at which time it was about 250 
miles south of the Pine Island. 

Previous reconnaissance flights 
had reported open water in that 
area and the Navy expressed hope 
the plane had made a safe land- 
ing. Search and rescue opera- 
tions have been hampered by bad 
weather. 

The seaplane was one of three 
sent out on a scouting flight over 
the Roosevelt and Bellinshausen 
seas with instructions to photo- 
graph the coastline of Ellsworth 
Land, which is largely uncharted, 
and then to work inland. 

The area is about 1200 miles 
northeast of Little America, the 
expedition’s destination. 

One of those reported aboard 

the missing plane is Capt. Henry 
Howard Caldwell, whose wife, 
Mrs. Dorothea Glendora Caldwell, 
lives at Norfolk, Va. Caldwell, an 
Annapolis graduate, is commander 
of the Pine Island.

Martin Urges ‘Unsur- 
passed Co - operation 
on Labor Laws, Taxes, 
Economy, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
Speaker Joseph W. Martin Jr. 
called on House members today 
for co-operation “unsurpassed in 
the history of our nation” to deal 
with labor laws, taxation and 
Government economy in the 


Eightieth Congress. 

The 62-year-old Massachusetts 
newspaper publisher, first Repub- 
lican presiding officer since Nich- 
olas Longworth stepped down in 
1931, asked Republican and Demo- 
cratic members to face the na- 
tion’s postwar problems side by 
side. 

“This co-operation is requisite,” 
he declared in his keynote ad- 
dress, “if we are to accomplish 
successfully the painful readjust- 
ments from war conditions of defi- 
cit spending, waste and the ‘don’t- 
count-the-cost’ policy.” 

Martin said the solution of 
labor -management problems must 
receive “immediate attention” and 
the nation must return promptly 
to “the sound philosophy that the 
Government does not support the 
people; the people must support 
the Government.” 

There must be quick tax slashes, 
budget cutting and reduction of 
the public debt, he said. 

He said the debt, now just un- 
der two hundred and sixty billion 
dollars, is so big that Americans 
will be paying it off for the next 
100 years. 

Republicans do not “gloat” over 
their victory in the November 
elections, Martin said. They are 
“prayerfully conscious of our re- 
sponsibilities as we seek the co- 
operation of every man and wom- 
an in this nation.” 

Stressing the urgency of 
tackling labor legislation, Martin 
declared the only persons who

WASHINGTON, Jan, 3 (AP)—A 
tax-trimming bill calling for a 20 
per cent cut in income taxes on 
the first $300,000 of individual in- 
comes was offered today by Rep- 
resentative Knutson (Rep.), Min- 
nesota. ' 
Knutson, who becomes chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, modified his 


bill at the last minute before in- 
troduction at the noon opening of 
Congress, Instead of a flat 20 per 
cent cut across the board for all 
individual income tax brackets, 
Knutson recommended: 

A 20 per cent cut on the first 
$300,000 of income, 

A 10.5 per cent reduction on 
that portion of income exceed- 
ing $300,000. 

Internal Revenue Bureau figures 
for 1943—the last year available— 
showed that slightly more than 
600 persons in the United States 
had a gross income above $300,000 
that year. 

The revision failed to soften the 
opposition of Democrats and some 
Republicans. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
told reporters “this revision re- 
moves none of my objections,” and 
asserted: “Before we reduce taxes 
we must reduce government ex- 
penditures, eliminating many thou- 
sands of Federal employes, re- 
move duplicating Federal activi- 
ties and make other economies. 
We must balance the budget and 
pay something on the debt. Then, 
when we can, cut taxes.” 

Knutson said in a statement: 
The reduction of the tax at- 
tributable to that part of the in- 
come of taxpayers which is in 
excess of $300,000 is reduced by 
10.5 per cent.” 

In general, he added, “incomes 
above $300,000 are unearned.”

In 
a keynote speech he called on 
Democrats to co-operate with his 
party in handling such postwar 
problems as labor laws, taxation 
and government economy. 

The House then was ready for 
business with two major bills—a 
tax reduction measure and a labor 
bill which would outlaw the closed 
shop and force arbitration of dis- 
putes in essential industries—al- 
ready in the legislative hopper. 

The House accepted the congres- 
sional reorganizational plan which 
will cut the number of its regu- 
lar committees from 46 to 19 and 
merge the military and naval com- 
mittees.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
About 150 self-styled “Progres- 
gives,” including two members of 
the Franklin D. Roosevelt family, 
gathered today for a conference 
hinting at a two-way scramble 
for scattered pieces of the New 
Deal political group. 

Officials of the Union for Dem- 
cratic Action, the meeting’s spon- 
gor, said the conference is “dis- 
tinctly separate“ from other lib- 
eral movements. 

“The purpose of the meeting,” 
ald a formal announcement, “is 
to discuss ways and means of im- 
plementing a .program of genuine 
American progressivism, explicitly 
free from totalitarian influences 
both right and left.“ 

It is not necessarily a third 
rty move,” John F. P. Tucker, 
D. A. legislative representative, 

told a reporter. 

The threat of a third party was 
raised last Monday following 
speeches by Henry A. Wallace and 
others at a New York meeting 
which resulted in the merger of 
10 groups under the name of Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America. 

That meeting adopted a declara- 
tion saying it could not “rule out 
the possibility of a new political 
party whose fidelity to our goals 
can be relied upon.” 

Principal organizations entering 
the Progressive Citizens group 
were the National Citizens Politi- 
cal Action Committee and the In- 
dependent Citizens Committee of 
the Arts, Sciences and Professions. 
Both took a licking in the recent 
election which gave the Republi- 
cans control of the new Congress 
starting today. 

Group ‘Dinstinctly Separate.’ 

Frank Kingdon, former presi- 
dent of the NCPAC, and Jo David- 
son, former ICCASP chairman, 
were named co-chairmen of the 
merged New York group. Vice 
chairmen are Fiorello H. La- 
Guardia, former New York mayor; 
Philip Murray, CIO president; 
Paul Robeson, singer; A. F. 
Whitney, president, Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen: Elmer A. 
Benson, former Minnesota Gover- 
mor and Senator, and Fredric 
March, actor. 

Asked whether the U.D.A.-spon- 
gored conference was out to op- 
pose the New York group, Tucker 
said it is not necessarily competi- 
tive, but is “distinctly separate” 
and “we don't want any overlap- 
ping of names.”

Littlejohn Confident Agency Will Be Ready 
to Go Out of Business End of 1948—: 
| Plans Sale Speed-up. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 3 (AP)-~ 
Administrator Robert M. Little- 
john expressed confidence today 
the War Assets Administration 
will be ready to go out of business 
at the end of 1948 despite a lag in 
current sales. 


Last October Littlejohn laid 
down a “master plan” for dispos- 
ing of 75 per cent of consuMer and 
capital. goods property by Feb, 1. 
The October inventory of WAA 
then showed goods costing origin- 
ally four and a half billion dol- 
lars. 
Littlejohn told reporters he now 
estimates sales in the period will 
total only 50 to 60 per cent of the 
inventory. 
The original plan also called for 
100 per cent of the material to be 
offered for sale by Feb. 1. Little- 
john, however, estimated that only 
about 90 per cent would be put on 
the market by that time. 
He said that on the average sur- 
plus property sales have brought 
a return of 34 cents on the dollar 
to the Government, despite the 
fact that 80 per cent of the in- 
ventory was second hand. He es- 
timated that administrative costs 
had reduced the net return by 
about 6 cents on every dollar be- 
low the 34-cent figure, . 
Since most desirable items have 
now been sold, returns will prob- 
ably be less in the future, Little- 
john said. 
Littlejohn disclosed that a pro- 
gressive reduction in the WAA 
payroll is under way. This tenta- 


cy’s force of 58,000 to 32,000 by 
next July, and to 13,000 by the end 
of 1948. 

At that time, Littlejohn said, his 
job will be done and remaining 
WAA functions, including the ad- 
ministration of considerable real 
estate holdings, should be turned 
over to “one of the old line de- 
partments.” 

Littlejhon said he agreed “in 
general” with findings in a crit- 
ical report on the sales program 
which the House Surplus Prop- 
erty Committee made public yes- 
terday.

Littlejohn said of the commit- 
tee report, however, that “there is 
one thing they haven’t covered.”

“The two things together,” he 
added, “cause a low return to the

BELGRADE, Jan. 3 (AP) — 
Mimilos Trifunovic, former pre- 
mier of the wartime Yugoslav 
government-in-exile, denied on the 
stand today charges of working 
for foreign espionage, including 
that of the United States. 

Trifunovic, on trial with seven 
other men, is accused of giving a 
40-page espionage report” to Eric 
Pridonoff, economic attache of 
the United States Embassy here.

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GANDHI GREETED 
BY MOSLEM PRIEST 
ON HIS PEACE TOUR 


Hindu Leader Presented With 
Gift of Oranges — Also 
Meets Untouchable. 


BOMBAY, Jan. 3 (UP) — Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi, engaged in the 
“greatest experiment” of his life 
—a walking tour of East Bengal 
which he hopes will quell com- 
munal strife in India — set out 
today from Srirampur. 


One of his followers declared 
that Gandhi's efforts to end the 
bloody Hindu-Moslem riots in 
Bengal were “in the nature of a 
great drama the echoes of which 
will be heard for many genera- 
tions to come.” 


One of the first persons 
Gandhi met was a Moslem priest 
whom he laughingly told, “I have 
brought soldiers along with me. 
If you kill me they will kill you.” 
Gandhi motioned to a few Gurkha 
soldiers accompanying him ap- 
parently at the insistence of the 
Bengal Government. , 

The priest laughed in return 
and said, “Why should we want 
to kill you? We are delighted to 
have you in our midst.” He then 
gave Gandhi a handful of oranges 
which the Indian leader dis- 
tributed among a group of chil- 
dren who stared curiously. He 
talked to them for a few minutes 
and continued on his way. 

Gandhi left Spirampur in the 
bitter, dew-laden morning, accom- 
panied by his secretary, Prof Nir- 
mal Mumar Bose and his personal 
physician, Miss Sushila Naylar. 
Later he accepted a glass of or- 
ange juice from an untouchable 
villager and soon after reached 
Chandpur village where the Hindu 
women paid their respects and ob- 
tained his blessings by touching 
his feet. 

Dr. Ram Monchar Lohia, Indian 
Congress Socialist leader, said that 
Gandhi was preaching principles 
of good conduct among Hindus 
and Moslems. 


SNIPERS KILL 2 SOLDIERS, MISS 
FRENCH MINISTER IN HANOI 


PARIS, Jan. 3 (AP)—Snipers’ 
bullets missed Colonial Minister 
Marius Moutet and killed two 
French soldiers guarding his offi- 
cial party during an inspection 
trip through embattled Hanoi in 


French Indochina, dispatches re- 
ported today. 

Moutet, who flew to Hanoi to 
explore the possibility of making 
peace with the rebellious forces of 
the Viet-Nam republic, was be- 
Ifeved to have been the target of 
the bullets. Completing his tour of 
Hanoi, which Viet-Namese have 
abandoned as their Capital, he 
said “our first concern will be to 
guarantee the security of our na- 
tionals and soldiers.”

Eisenhower, the Army’s Chief 
of Staff, made it plain that he was 
thinking as a soldier of the na- 
tion’s future security to prevent 
the United States from falling vic- 


tim to some possible future super- 
blitz.” 

“From the beginning of the 
war, when my name has been 
mentioned in connection with a 
possible future political career for 
me, I have constantly refused to 
consider such a contingency,” he 
said in an interview at an inspec- 
tion of the Army’s Pratt General 
Hospital in suburban Coral Ga- 
bles, 

“I have not changed my mind,“ 
he said grimly. 

“The Army is definitely non- 
partisan and national in character, 
and any talk that tends to cloud 
the soundness of that feature is 
not to the best interest of the 
United States.” 

Asked about his possible retire- 
ment, the Chief of Staff said “I 
have a job to do and I’m going to 
do it as long as I am needed.” 

He looked forward to a future 
day when the United States might 
find herself alone against a 
hostile world, as England was 
after the fall of France. 

“I am convinced that the world 
has got to find a way to settle 
differences peacefully,” said Gen. 
Eisenhower. ‘\Wars are emerg- 
encies. They ¢ome on wunexpec- 
tedly. In the past we've had allies 
and factors which gave us ample 
time to prepare. This holds true 
today, but perhaps it will not in 
future years. 

“In recognition of this we have 
one staff in Washington whose 
job it is to deal with scientists 
for the future super-blitz age. 
These men's only job is to contact 
these scientists and learn what 
may be ahead.” 

He said he believed 
amalgamation of all military 
services, but that this effort 
turned out to be a service fight 
and I don’t belleve in service 
fights.” He said wars had to be 
fought with mutual friendship 
among the various services. 

Eisenhower said he felt much 
better from his stay at the hos- 
pital.

‘SHOOT TO KILL’ ORDER IN HUNT 
FOR NEW YORK JAILBREAKERS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP)—The 


city’s 17,000 police were ordered 
today to be ready to “shoot to 
kill” in the manhunt for nine fel- 
ons, One a confessed killer and an- 
other a former Alcatraz inmate, 
who escaped in daylight from an- 
cient Raymond street \jail in 
Brooklyn yesterday. The break 
involved no violence. 

“Everything points to accom- 
plices on the outside,” asserted Al- 
bert O. Williams, newly appointed 
commissioner of correction. War- 
den Thomas McDonnell attributed 
the escape to an inadequate num- 
ber of guards and to the prison’s 
deterioration. 

“The jail,” McDonald said, “is 
over 100 years old. Its bars are 
rotten, its windows are rottert.” 

The nine prisoners, unescorted, 
were returning from a prison med- 
ical examination yesterday some 
time between 1:15 and 1:45 p.m. 
They climbed up to a cell window 
and, using a hacksaw, cut through 
the bar and squeezed through an 
opening.

A new 
drive to put over the tidelands oll 
bill will be made in the eightieth 
session of Congress that convened 
today. 

Senator William F. Knowland 
(Rep.) of California told the Post- 
Dispatch that he or one of His 
colleagues will re-introduce the 
same quitclaim measure passed by 
Congress last year but vetoed by 
President Truman. The bill, sup- 
ported by California oil interests 
and sponsored by the California 
Attorney General's office, would 
renounce all federal claims to rich 
deposits of tidelands oil. 

With Republicans fn contro! of 
both Houses, there seemed little 
doubt that the controversial bill 
would again be passed before the 
end of the session, since most R 
publicans are opposed to federal 
“encroachment.” Proponents o 
the measure insist that the maiz 
issue is one of states’ rights, ir 
stead of oil rights. Califorr 
which always has claimed title 
the tidelands areas, leases its tide 
lands to private oil firms for 
ploitation. 

Meanwhile the Supreme Court 
is moving slowly toward a judic 
determination of ownership o 
tidelands oil. Hearings on a 
suit filed in October 1945 by th 
Department of Justice against 
State of California probably wil 
be set for next month,

Cold weather again caused a 
shortage of natural gas for in- 
dustrial plants in the St. Louis 
area today, resulting in idleness 
for more than 2000 workers. In, 
dustries received only 40 per cent 
of their ormal supply of gas. 

A new cold wave tomorrow was 
expected to cut the supply of gas 
for industrial firms even further. 


All production stopped at the 
Laciede Christy Clay Products 
Co. and 750 of 900 employes were

laid off. Yesterday 550 were idle 
at the plant. 

General Steel Castings Corp., 
Granite City, again reported 500 
of its employes were temporarily 
out of work because some an- 
nealing furnaces were shut down. 

Four hundred employes of Na- 
tional Enameling & Stamping Co., 
Granite City, remained at: their 
homes again today. 

Granite City. Steel Corp. re- 
ported 400 of its employes were 
idle and production had been 
seriously affected in several de- 
partments. Other employes were 
‘shifted to new duties. 

Smaller groups of employes 
were still idle at the Key Co., 
East St. Louis; St. Louis Screw 
& Bolt Co., Glen Park Glencoe 
Lime Co. and American Zinc Co. 

Operations were reduced again 
at General Motors Corp. here, with 
some employes of the Fisher Body 
and Chevrolet plants remaining at 
home. A spokesman declined to 
. Bay how many still were idle. 

Protests Against Shortage. 

Employes of plants affected by 
the gas shortage and others issued 
statements protesting bitterly 
against the situatien. J. Stanley 
Robinson, an employe in the gal- 
vanizing department of the Mis- 
souri Rolling Mills Corp., where 
operations have been reduced, 
wrote: “As a worker in an indus- 
try depending on gas, I don't like 
the smell of things.” 

Richard F. Wood, executive di- 
rector of the Solid Fuel Institute, 
an association of Illinois coal pro- 
ducers, in a public statement, de- 
scribed the gas situation as “de- 
plorable.” He wrote: “The idling 
of thousands of workers overnight 
by vicissitudes of weather and a 
shortage of gas from Louisiana 
and Texas is idiotic and should 
not be permitted to jeopardize our 
labor program.’ 

15 Pct. of Gas to Utilities. 

In cold weather, 75 per cent of 
the gas produced by Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. goes to seven 
utilities and only 25 per cent to 
industrial consumers, William G. 
Marbury, vice president, explained. 
By law, the fuel corporation is re- 
quired to give preference to utili- 
ties, which supply homes; when- 
ever there is a shortage of gas. 

Ten years ago, about a third of 
the fuel corporation's supply of 
gas went to utilities. With the in- 
crease in home consumption of 
gas, the demand frog utilities rose 
to 50 per cent and ee to 75 per 
cent, Marbury said. “That con- 
stant growth has caused a: short- 
age of gas for industrial consu- 
mers.“ he added. | 

Utilities served by. Mississippi 
River Corp. are: Laclede Gas 
Light Co. and St. Louis County 
Gas Co., which mix natural gas 
with manufactured gas, and Union 
Electric Co. of IIlinois, Illinois 
Power & Light Co., Missouri Nat- 
ural Gas Co., Arkansas Power 
Co., and Arkansas-Louisiana Gas 
Co., which sell straight natural 
gas. 

Contracts with industrial firms 
permit the fuel corporation to cut 
their supply whenever there is a 
shortage. Last winter, for * 
first time, cuts became necessary, 
but only one substantial cut was 
made, Dec. 19, 1945, Marbury said.

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126,000,000 cubic feet a day now 
is brought to the St. Louis area, 
Marbury explained the fuel cor- 
poration is having difficulty ob- 
taining pipe to expand its lines. 
“By next fall,” he said, “we hope 
to get enough pipe to alleviate 
these exceptionally severe curtail- 
ments.” Permission to enlarge the 
pipe line was granted last Sep- 
tember by the Federal Power 
Commission, The corporation esti- 
mated cost of the expansion at 
$11,625,628. 

Smoke Commissioner James H. 
Carter announced today that gas 
heating units were installed last 
year in 5907 St. Louis homes and 
commercial establishments. Gas 
has now become more popular 
here than all other forms of heat- 
ing, he said, pointing out that 


more gas units are installed now 


than stokers. In 1940 and 1941, 
shortiy efor the smoke ordinance 

was enacted, stokers were in- 
stalled at the rate of 1000 to 1300 


a month. 

Rise in Gas-Fired Units, 
In all, the Division of Smoke 
Control issued 15,018 permits for 
various types of heating installa- 
tions last year.

Taylor Denounces Bilbo, 

Taylor spoke for an hour de- 
nouncing Bilbo, whose relations 
with war contractors have recent- 
ly been under investigation. He 
contended, among other things, 
that Bilbo “conspired” to prevent 
Negroes from voting. 

As Taylor talked Bilbo sat down 
next to him to listen. Packed 
galleries watched the tense scene 
on the floor. 

In the booming voice he per- 
fected as a tent-show player, 
Taylor read a series of newspaper 
stories quoting Bilbo as advising 
white Mississippians to “use every 
means” to prevent Negroes from 
voting. 

“Mr. President.“ Taylor said, 
“when Mr. Bilbo exhorted his fol- 
lowers to ‘use every means’ to pre- 
vent Negroes from voting, he was 
not talking in a climate of calm, 
dispassionate deliberation. 

“He spoke in an atmosphere 
redolent of the odors of hate, of 
burning flesh, of tar, of feathers 
and gunpowder. 

“Mr. President, is the white 
robe and hood the uniform of a 
debating spciety?. Is it the cos- 
tume of discussion group? Or 
is it the mask of the Ku Klux 
e 

“Mr. Bilbo has taken the solemn 
midnight pledge of membership in 
this organization. He has signed 
his name in blood to its tenets.” 

When Taylor concluded, Over- 
ton offered his substitute resolu- 
tion to seat Bilbo “without preju- 
dice” as to the Senate’s future ac- 
tion on any ouster case. 

Several Republicans, including 
Taft, sought a chance to speak, 
but Biffle recognized Overton 
who spoke in support of his reso- 
lution. 

Overton, demanding Bilbo's im- 
mediate swearing in, flatly re- 
jected a proposal by Taft that de- 
bate on the issue be deferred un- 
til next week. 

Taft told the Senate Overton's

Cloture is a rule limiting de- 
bate. It requires a two-thirds vote 
for adoption. 

With only two holdover mem- 
bers reported absent, the Senate 
count stood at 30 Democrats and 
28 Republicans present as Biffle 
called for the administration of 
the oath alphabetically. 

With the ouster maneuvering 
halted for a time, tne Republicans 
are ready to take over control of 
the Senate. 


Senate Leaders Chosen. 

Their 51-to-45 majority assured 
the election of Senator Vanden- 
berg as presiding officer, Senator 
White of Maine as majority floor 
leader and Senator Wherry of 
Nebraska as party whip. 

On the Democratic side, Senator 
Barkley of Kentucky becomes 
minority leader and Senator Lucas 
of Illinois takes over as whip— 
the job of making sure party 
members are on hand when votes 
are needed.

4. Strengthening of the United 
State Conciliation Service. This 
was recommended by the 1945 
conference, and several steps to- 
ward enlarging the service and 
boosting the pay of conciliators 
have been taken,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
Here are the six key figures in the 
Eightieth Congress: 

President Pro-tempore of the 
Senate (Presiding Officer): Arthur 
H. Vandenberg, 62 years old, of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. Former news- 
paper publisher, he entered the 
Senate in 1928. A delegate to the 
United Nations organizational 
meeting in San Francisco in 1945, 
to U. N.'s first general assembly in 
London in 1946, and to the Council 
of Foreign Ministers in Paris and 
New York in 1946, he holds the 
Collier award for distinguished 
congressional service. He has 
three children, 

Speaker of the House: Joseph W. 
Martin Jr. of Massachusetts. A 
62-year-old bachelor, Martin pub- 
lishes a daily newspaper in North 
Attleboro, Mass. He entered Con- 
gress in 1922 and has been Repub- 
lican floor leader since 1939. An 
outspoken opponent of the New 


Deal, Martin once headed the Re- 


publican national committee. Near- 
ly everyone on Capitol Hill calls 
him “Joe.” 

Majority Leader of the Senate: 
Wallace Humphrey White Jr. of 


Maine, 69 years old. He entered 
Congress first as a member of the 
House in 1917 and went to the 
Senate 13 years later. Two years 
ago he became Senate Republican 
floor leader. White is a member 
of the board of governors of Bow- 
doin College. He is married. 


Majority Leader of the House: 
Charles A. Halleck of Indiana, The 
youngest of the new leaders, Hal- 
leck is only 46 and has been in 
Congress only 12 years. He was 
chairman of the Republican con- 
gressional committee last year 
when the party won control of 
Congress. Halleck has two chil- 
dren, twins. 

Minority Leader of the Senate: 
Alben W. Barkley of Kentucky, 69, 
a veteran of Kentucky politics. 


the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt once addressed him that 
way in a letter, Barkley is equally 
well-known because of his famous 
split with Roosevelt over a tax 
bill veto. He has been Democratic 
leader of the Senate since 1937. 
He started his congressional career 
as a member of the House in 1913. 

Minority Leader of the House: 
Sam Rayburn, 65 years old, Texas 
bachelor. A ranch-owner and a 
lover of the outdoors, he spends 
his spare time fishing. After serv- 
ing his political apprenticeship in 
the Texas Legislature, he entered 
Congress as a representative in 


1913 and has been Speaker since 
1940. He relinquishes that job to 
Martin.

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan 3 (AP)—A 
19-year-old Negro says he was 
beaten by two white men because 
he would not divulge his testi- 
mony before a United States 
grand jury investigating the lynch- & 
ing of four of his race near his 
home town last July 25. 

The youth gave "nis name as 
Lamar Howard, residing near 
Monroe, Ga. He told of the attack 
in an interview before accompany- 
ing several Negro leaders of At- 
lanta to the office of the Federal 
Bureau: of Investrgation. His face 
was cut and battered, his eyes 
were almost swollen shut. 

No. F. B. I. Comment. 

Editor C. A. Scott of the At- 
lanta World, Negro daily news- 
paper, said federal agents ques- 
tioned Howard at length, 

E. J. Foltz, agent in charge of 
the FBI office, said today “the 
matter has been referred to the 
Justice Department in Washing- 
ton.” He declined to elaborate. 

The grand jury reported at 
Athens on Dec. 19 that it had 
not been able to fix the identity 
of any of the group of men who 
shot to death four Negroes at a 
highway bridge last summer. 
United States District Judge T. 
Hoyt Davis accepted the report 
but ordered the jury to be held 
in readiness to consider any pos- 
sible evidence which may be 
brought to light. 

Story of Attack. 

Howard related this 
the interview: 

Two men, whom he knew, came 
to the Monroe ice plant where 
he works about 4:30 p.m. Wed- 
nesday. One asked him what he 
told the grand jury and when 
he replied, “I didn’t tell ‘em noth- 
ing because I didn’t know noth- 
ing,” the man cursed, accused 
him of lying and “started hitting 
me in the face with his fist.” 
One of the men drew a pistol 
and they marched him into a 
cow stall at the rear of the plant 
where they “beat me with their fe 
fists and over the head with the je 
pistol.” There, they asked him if 
he told the jury “that they came 
to the ice plant on the day of 
the lynching and cleaned some 
guns. I told them I didn’t.” 
The beating lasted “10 or 15 min- 
utes” and then the men ordered 
him to go home. 
| He said he was treated that 
night at the Walton County hos- 
pital and came to Atlanta Thurs- 
day for further medical attention. 
At Monroe, Walton County 
Deputy Sheriff Louis Howard 
said he saw the youth at the 
hospital but that “he said he 
om didn't want to prosecute anybody. 
I don’t know anything else about 
the case.”

Final 
December transactions saw expen- 
ditures outstrip receipts by $179,- 
242,886 and more than wipe out an 
operating surplus that stood at 
$157,443,037 the previous day.

Zionists Have Everything to Gain, 


Nothing to Lose by Taking Part in 
Bevin's <a on Palestine 


§ Partition. 


No Better Place Than Public Session to 
Put Complaints on Record and Argue 
| for Plans They Propose—The Case for

LONDON. 


UNDERSTAND; I hope, as well as most people, the deep frustra- 
tion and angry disappointment felt by most Jews over our British 
policy in Palestine during the first 18 months of the Labor Govern- 


ment. I yet feel bound to express my conviction that the decision of 
the Basle Congress not to take part in the conference on Palestine 
Bevin (British foreign secretary) has called for this month is a 2 


error of judgment. 

In the first place, it was taken 
by a narrow majority and thus 
jeopardized that unity of the Jews 


which is vital to their success. In 
the second place, it will seem like 
letter of credit to the terrorists 
in Palestine, whom no rational 
person would wish to support. In 
the third place, it is mainly a de- 
cision made under American in- 
fluence and American Zionists 
must not forget that their coun- 
try’s government is unwilling to 
assume major responsibility for 
the Palestine Government. In the 
fourth place, since everyone knows 
that long discussions have in fact 
been taking place between the 
British Government and the Zion- 
ists, the latter, I think, have 
everything to gain and nothing to 
lose by taking public initiative at 

ne conference. 

Substantia: Complaints. 

The Zionists have substantial 
domplaints against the British 

overnment; I know of no better 

de to put them on record than 

n the public session or a confer- 
ence upon which are fixed the 

res of the world; and they could 
put them through the mouth of 
Dr. Chaim Weiz mass, who stands 

mong the first dozen statesmen 
the world. They have their 
plans to propose. The conference 
obviously is the best place at 
which to argue for those plans. 
If it be said that the Arabs will 
fuse to meet them, there are at 
least two vital replies to that 
rgument. 

In the first place, the world 

U know’ that the responsibility 
for wrecking any chance of suc- 

sul compromise rests on the 

abs. In the second place, it 
becomes clear that the Jews, un- 
like the Arabs, are not seeking to 
blackmail the British Government 
into some unsatisfactory appease- 
ment. In the third place, if the 
bs remain unmoved by. the 
obvious need for a settlement, it 
omes the duty of the Attlee 
overnment to find one the world 
approves as convincing. 
“Sterile” Demand, 

In the situation confronting us, 
the demand of the Zionists that 
Palestine be made a Jewish state 

singularly sterile. The demand 
oes as far beyond the mandate on 
one side as the White Paper of 

339 went beyond it on the other; 
it is a demand that could only be 

ted with the full assent of the 

bs in Palestine arid there can 

ibe no sane Jew alive who is not 

ware that this consent will quite 
rertainly not be forthcoming. 

I wish that it were possible to 
ook forward to a bi-national state 
in Palestine in which Jews and 
Arabs lived on the same friendly 
terms as Englishmen, Welshmen 
and Scotsmen in Britain. Re- 
luctantly, I have concluded that 
this is not a feasible way out in 
the present generation. The em- 
bitterment on both sides goes too 
deep and the vital problem of Jew- 
ish immigration could not be met, 
perhaps not even faced, on these 
terms. I think, in the long run, 
it would have been the best way 
out but this is evidently one of 
those unhappy cases where the 
best is the enemy of the good. 

I am, therefore, driven back to 
acceptance of partition as the one 
serious method by which the 
claims of both sides can be met. 
I think the Jews are entitled to 
ask from the Attlee Government 
more than they would have re 
ceived under the so-called Morri- 
son plan. As they are willing to 
stake part of their future on their 
ability to irrigate and develop the 
Nezeb, which is at present an un- 
inhabited and barren desert, I 
think they are entitled to add that 
to their territory To award them 
this deprives the Arabs of nothing 
they show slightest capacity or 
willingness to settle. 

Probably a Corridor. 

1 think the Jews probably need 
a corridor to connect the area they 
have settled in the last generation 


with the new area. Their right 
to the usage of Jerusalem which 
will, I hope, be placed under in- 
ternational control, as a place not 
less sacred to them than to other 
people, ought to be fully safe- 
guarded. Once the boundaries of 
their area are defined, I think it 
is important that they should be 
given not only full contro] of im- 
migration into it but the widest 
possible self-government and the 
right to raise international loans 
for its development. 

I should then hope that the 
vexed question of the 100,000 emi- 
grants from European DP (dis- 
placed persons) camps will be 
made a problem for Jews to solve 
as their own responsibility. There 
is no other way in which their re- 
moval could be effected with a 
sense, on part of the Jews, that 
all has been done for their well- 
being that can be done and with 
all possible swiftness. 

Problems to be Solved. 

‘There will, of course, be mili- 
tary and international problems 
to be solved. These seem to me to 
be matters for treaties between 
the British Government and the 
Jews in the first instance, though 
I should hope they will be re- 
ferred, when made, to the Securi- 
ty Council for approval. I think 
it of real importance that this 
Jewish “homeland” would, under 
the sponsorship of a great power, 
be admitted to Assembly member- 
ship in the United Nations, 

That is likely to be by far the 
best protection available to the 
Jews if their minorities are to 
have adequate protection against 
persecution not only in the Middle 
East but in southeastern and cen- 
tral Europe. It would give the 
Jews the kind of international 
status it has long been urgent 
for them to enjoy. To achieve it 
is, I think, part of the task of 
curing their age-old inferiority 
complex and giving them the as- 
surance of a rebuilt self-respect. 
Despite all the tragedies and 
blunders of recent months, I agree 
with Dr. Weizmann that the Brit- 
ish Government is the best friend 
the Jews have and that it is, ac- 
cordingly, folly beyond words to 
start from the assumption that 
the wise policy begins by throw- 
ing away the advantages of that 
friendship. 

I think that nothing is gained 
by looking at the Anglo-Palestin- 
ian relations as nothing but a 
link in the chain of British stra- 
tegic policy in the Middle East. I 
do not doubt its importance to 
that policy but am confident that 
most observers have come to see 
how, ever more clearly, in Egypt, 
in India and Burma, nothing safe- 
guards strategic interests so fully 
as the goodwill of the inhabitants 
of places of strategic significance. 

On the Use of Assets. 

I believe that Attlee and Bevin 
are anxious to solve a problem, 
the implications of which hav 
earned the bor Governmen 
more ill-will than all its other ac- 
tivities put together. That a solu- 
tion would bring deep relief to 
the mass membership of the 
Labor movement, no one who 
knows it can doubt for one mo- 
ment, There are important assets, 
the skillful use of which by the 
Jews would count for much in 
the making of a settlement. 

The Jews would be foolish in- 
deed to throw these assets away, 
least of all should they do so at 
the instance of American Zionists 
whose influence with their own 
government is not adequate to 
make it accept the vital responsi- 
bilities involved in the govern- 
ment of Palestine. They are mas- 
sive in rhetorical invective: they 
are inadequate beyond the limited 
power financial authority makes 
possible, The central problem lies 
with the British Government and 
the Jewish Agency. Whatever 
their grievances, the first duty of 
Jews is to lend their fullest co- 
operation to any effort at a final 
settlement.

With Russian

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (UP). 

HE inside story of American- 

Russian military collaboration 

during the war, including a 
revelation that the Office of Stra- 
tegic Service and the Soviet secret 
police, the NKVD, co-operatively 
exchanged intelligence, was made 
public today. 


The story was told by Maj. Gen. 
John R. Deane, who headed the 
United States military mission in 
Moscow and who retired from the 
Army to write his account of the 
mission published today as „The 
Strange Alllance“ by the Viking 
Press.

NEW “liberal” simulacrum was on display last weekend at the 
Commodore hotel in New York which was fulsomely baptized 
“Progressive Citizens of America.” The names of those sponsor- 


ing this foundling are already familiar to the American people as 
active members of NCPAC and/or the Independent Citizens Com- 
mittee of the Arts, Sciences and Professions. 


In short, there was little new 
about this organization except the 
substitution of a fresh title for 
two stale ones. However, among 
those prominently present was 
Henry A. Wallace, who, when last 
heard from, had been proclaiming 
that the only sure road to liberal- 


machines and the poll-tax states

Displeasure Over Poland, 
Russian commitments for elab- 
orate. Sovie erican prepara- 
tions for joint operations against 
Japan made at the Yalta and ear- 


lier conferences were disregarded 


by the Soviet because of, in 
Deane’s opinion, Soviet displeas- 
ure at the failure of the Allies to 
reach an agreement on Poland. 

Soviet field commanders saw the 
value of Soviet-American collabo- 
ration more readily than Moscow 
officials. On-the-spot liaison be- 
tween Gen. Ira C. Eaker's Fif- 
teenth Air Force and the Second 
Ukrainian Army in Romania was 
established in Bucharest and 
greatly aided American air opera- 
tions, When Moscow learned of 
the arrangement it was halted. 

A $6,000,000 American tire plant 
was shipped to Russia.

But 
there are no “grass roots” to the 
“critter” unless it was the grass 
roots upturned by the plow and 
left a prey to early destruction. 
There were the same names and 
the same faces that, under ever- 
changing labels, have orfered 
themselves, time without number, 
as volunteer leaders of the lib- 
erals. 

The appointment of two co- 
chairmen, supported by all of 30 
vice-chairmen (count them!), and 
a national board of directors of 
200, gives an impression of weak- 
ness and not of strength. Any 
army is not impressive that has 
more generals than privates. 


Moreover, no liberal movement 
can prosper that, from its very 
start, will be called upon to de- 
fend against the charge of com- 
munistic taint.

While the search was going on 
in other rooms, De Ferraris quick- 
ly painted a Nazi party emblem 
into the lapel buttonhole of Roose- 
velt’s coat. He then passed the 
picture off as one of a Nazi party 
leader “doing highly confidential 
work for Germans overseas.” 


The following year father and 
son fled to Hungary. The por- 
trait was entrusted to Baron Ele- 
mer de Prileszky, who concealed 
it in a divan in his home, 


When he returned to Vienna 
after his father’s death, Stephen 
found the studio a shambles. Bar- 
on Prileszky, he learned, had been 
dead for several months. His 
widow knew nothing or the Roose- 
velt painting. 


After a thorough search the por- 
trait was found in the divan on 
a junk heap in the back yard, The 
painting was in excellent condi- 
tion—but an expert was called in 
immediately to remove the party 
emblem in the buttonhole.

Under the wage-hour law an em- 
ploye must be paid time and a 
half for all hours in excess of 
the work-week fixed in that law. 
The wage-hour law establishes the 
work-week for the year Oct. 1938 
to Oct. 1939 as 44 hours. From 
Oct. 1939 to Oct. 1940, the work- 
week is established as 42 hours. 
For all years subsequent to Oct. 
1940 the work-week is set at 40 
hours. 

Cites Mt. Clemens Case. 

The Mount Clemens case in- 
volved the time spent by employes 
in walking from the time clock to 
the place where work was per- 
formed, as well as the time spent 
in certain “make-ready” activities 
prior to the commencement of 
productive work. The question 
arose whether the time spent in 
these activities should be consid- 
ered as “employment” or “hours 
worked.” If the periods of time 
in question are considered “hours 
worked,” then the employes had a 
claim against the employer for 
time and a half for those periods. 

This is so because the time 
spent by the employes in these 
activities would bring their num- 
ber of hours to a total in excess

“Chaos and Confusion” 


The new Congress has one important piece 
of work laid out for it in the recommendations 
of the House Surplus Property Committee to 
end the “chaos and confusion” prevailing in the 
disposal of war surplus materials. 

This committee, until today headed by Repre- 
sentative Slaughter of Kansas City, finds, nearly 
a year and a half after V-J day, that only $12,- 
500,000,000 of an ‘estimated 000, 000,000 of 
war surplus property has been disposed of, and 
that this has gone at about 17 cents on the 
dollar, | 

Paper work has been piled on paper work 
until the whole machinery is halted by the 
“collapse of documentation.” The St. Louis, 
warehouses of the War Assets Administration 
contain more than $15,000,000 worth of ma« 
terial that has not even been identified and in- 
ventoried, although much of it has been in the 
St. Louis area since before the end of the war. 

The committee reiterated that the system of 
priorities for veterans and agencies of the fed- 
eral, state and local governments has caused de- 
lay. It recommends that priorities be ended, 
with a few exceptions. The plan has not been 
effective, anyway, for prospective purchasers who 
are not veterans have had no trouble in hiring 
veterans to front for them. 

Veterans and the public in general will get 
the greatest benefit not from these goods them- 
selves but from the effect they can have in 
absorbing purchasing power and holding down 
prices in a period of inflation. 
are to return only a minor fraction of their 
original cost, the public ought at least to re- 


ceive the full benefit of their braking power 


on the price spiral. 

Ineptitude, inertia and red tape are to blame, 
along with priorities, for delay in moving these 
goods. What is needed, apparently, is the tech- 
nical skill of one trained and experienced in 
moving masses of goods onto the market.

Hoffman’s “Portal” Bill 

A statutory definition of “work week” is the 
strategic way to cure the rash of portal-to- 
portal suits. Congressman Hoffman proposes 
such a definition instead of tinkering with stat- 
utes of limitation, a course which would still 
admit claims for the more recent periods and 
would probably be overruled as ex post facto 
legislation. His bill errs, however, in absolute- 
ness. It would attack portal pay even when 
employers and employes are agreed on it. 

True, make-ready and clean-up time is or- 
dinarily reflected in fractionally higher pay 
rates between starting and quitting whistle. Oc- 
casionally, hewever, extraordinary conditions 
cannot be allowed for in this way without un- 
duly disturbing basic wage structures. In the 
mines, for instance, pay for travel time makes 
sense—so much so that it might well go on to 
greater refinement. Portal-to-portal schemes on 
an industry-wide basis overpay workers who 
travel less than the average time and underpay 
those who travel more than average. Far from 
losing this start toward justice, employers and 


Workers should be left free to vary extra com- 


pensation with the conditions of individual mines 
and plants. . | 

Unjustifiable as they are, the current law- 
suits give Congress no excuse to take the ques- 
tion out of collective bargaining. That would 
be true even if Mr. Hoffman’s bill were not so 
likely to cause strikes for the purpose of forcing 
the outlawed extra pay into the basic rates. As 
the Post-Dispatch has said, Congress can easily 
blast the mischievous litigation and make a good 
rule for the future in one stroke. It need only 
define “work wegk” to exclude time before and 
after appointed working hours except where ex- 
tra time is allowed by custom or bargained by 
contract. A wise Congress will include the sav- 
ing exception.

Some kind of city airport authority should 
help end the interdepartmental slowdowns and 
divided responsibility, which have hampered 
aviation progress in St. Louis for years. A spe- 
cial committeé of the Airport Commission has 
suggested such an authority, and the city’s ex- 
perience supports the proposal. 

This committee was named to study the situ- 


ation, after Col. James H. Howard resigned his 
meaningless post as “chief of aeronautics.” As 


everyone knows, Milton Kinsey, president of the 
Board of Public Service, is the city’s nearest ap- 
proach to-an aviation director. This task he has 
to share with many other burdens, yet he has 
been reluctant to delegate his authority. When 
Col. Howard resigned, the Post-Dispatch said: 
Let the Mayor and Mr. Kinsey accept full 
responsibility from now on for progress or 
lack of progress in air matters, or let the 
city create a new department headed by a. 
real chief of aeronautics... 


Now the committee’s report follows similar 
reasoning. It points out that “aviation prob- 
lems have to compete for attention with all other 


‘eity affairs in each department and with each 


official concerned.” It proposes “an airport 
agency responsible to the people, tied into the 
city government by mayoralty appointment and 
by financial accountability,” which would hire 
a director and run aviation along business lines. 
In addition, the committee suggests that the 
city ask the Governmental Research Institute to 
help solve the legal and technical details neces- 
sary to establish the agency. Mayor Kaufmann 
has indicated that he may do so, and the city is 
waiting to see what happens. 

Unfortunately, other recommendations ema- 
nating from the Airport Commission have some- 
times been left in the lurch at City Hall. And 
at this point, neither the committee’s proposals 
nor the Mayor’s acceptance of them seem com- 
pletely specific. A mass of detail awaits solu- 
tion. But the principle of undivided responsi- 
bility for our fast-expanding business of avia- 
tion will be clear to everyone. Surely Mayor 
Kaufmann will not delay action.

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A Year From Pillar to Post 


This is strictly a story of hindsight. Last 
February, the Legislature approved magistrates’ 
courts for St. Louis to replace the ineffectual 
justices of the peace, under the new Constitu- 
tion. The purpose of the law, as this news- 
paper said, was expressly to “clothe the magis- 
trates’ courts with a dignity not common in jus- 
tice of the peace courts.” | 

So the magistrates were to preside over 
courts of record with formal standing in the 
state judiciary system. They would have wider 
jurisdiction. . They. would be given attractive 
salaries and eventually would all be lawyers. 
They would hold court daily, and they would 
hold it in the Civil Courts building, instead of 
being scattered in dingy buildings as the JPs 
were, 

And what do we see nearly a year later? We 
see the new magistrates assembled for their 
first day of business, but jammed together in 
makeshift quarters in g hallway, The city.may 
have their new quarters ready for them in 20 
or 30 days, but even now the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment hasn't voted them the neces- 
sary clerical help, So these nine magistrates, 
who were to afford truly effective “poor man’s 
courts,” had to postpone a good deal of business 
instead. 

For months the City Administration has been 
taking its jolly time when it knew what had 
to be done; now the magistrates stumble over 
one another. And oh, the dignity of it all!

North Dakota Reclamation Association demands creation of river 
basin agencies, but rejects Missouri Valley Authority, editorial 
notes; says it wants someone to do what MVA would do but doesn’t 
want MVA; asserts such groups are riddled with utility stooges.

The resolutions adopted at the sixth an- 
nual convention of the North Dakota 
Reclamation Association are just a bit con- 
fusing to the uninitiated, 


In one resolution the principle of a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority was soundly re- 
jected, and in another the group called 
upon Congress to enact legislation “provid- 
ing for the creation of river basin agencies, 
each to function for the purpose of inte- 
grating the basin-wide river development 
activities of participating federal agencies 
and affected states.” 

That's an odd position, to say the least. 

The North Dakota Reclamation Associa- 
tion, like the parent organization, the Na- 
tional Reclamation Association, is on record 
against authority river development. As 
has been pointed out by the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch and other newspapers, the 
reclamation associations are riddled with 
representatives of the power trust and the 
railroads and those people have seen to it 
that any river development program 
which is adopted be the least injurious to 
their particular interests. 

A regional authority such as we have in 
the Tennessee Valley and such as is pro- 
posed for the Missouri Valley is a federal 


‘agency which integrates basin-wide river 


development. 


Pick-Sloan Failure Proved 


Now that is what the reclamation asso- 
ciation says it wants. Why, then, does it 
reject an MVA? The mere fact that it has 
called upon Congress to establish “river 
basin agencies” is proof that the present 
unco-ordinated, haphazard method of de- 
velopment under the Pick-Sloan plan is 
not working! 


We have here the curious situation of 
admitting in one breath that the present 
plan is not working, and saying in the next 
breath they don’t want an MVA. And in 
the next breath they say they want an 
agency that will do what an MVA. would 
do—co-ordinate and integrate basin-wide 
river development, 

Does the reclamation association know 
what it wants? 

All through this fight the reclamation 
association has been claiming that it op- 
poses an MVA because it is “new and un- 


tried.” Now, however, that organization is 
officially on record as asking for something 
which most certainly is a brand-new set-up, 


We do have a Tennessee Valley Authority. 
The accomplishments of that agency are 
without parallel anywhere in the world. 
Why is the reclamation association so bit- 
terly opposed to it, and why does it admit 
that some form of integrated development, 
of over-all control, is nécessary? As Sena- 
tor Claude Ricketts of St. Louis would 
say, “They’re picking fly-specks from pep- 
per.” 

Boiled down, it amounts to this: In the 
two years since the Army Engineers and 
the Bureau of Reclamation have had charge 
of the river development program, they 
have not produced the results which had 
been hoped for, and promised, There is 
something lacking, That something is co- 
ordination. 


Who's at the Bottom 


This is now. being admitted, in a left- 
handed way, by the people who have been 
fighting MVA. And so they are asking for 
the co-ordinated program that an MVA 
would give, while at.the same time they 
condemn MVA. 


It is all very mysterious, don’t you think? 


Could it be that they want everything 
which an MVA would provide except the 
cheap power and the right of the people to 
distribute that power without going through 
the private utilities’ s? Yes, it could 
be just that, and if the gentlemen would 
admit it, you would find that is at the 
bottom of all the opposition to an MVA. 


Our advice to the North Dakota Reclama- 
tion Association would be, “Make up your 
minds, boys! Time is flying and you prom- 
ised that work would start a year ago. You 
say the engineers and the bureau can de- 
liver. We're waiting.” 


Let’s be consistent. Either the reclama- 
tion association wants the river developed 
by the Pick-Sloan method or it doesn’t. If 
it wants one-river, regional development, 
then why doesn’t it come out for an MVA 
and be done with it? What is the logic of 
suggesting that a new experiment be tried 
when we know that an MVA will give what 
is necessary?

The same division into bits and 
pieces is to be found elsewhere.

Official Says 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
The time has come, in the firm 
belief of Commissioner Kenneth 
L. (Tug) Wilson of the Western 
Conference, for the nation’s col- 
leges to take stock and adopt a 
standard code of ethics in dealing 
with athletes. 


Terming the coming meeting in 
New York of the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association “the 
most important in the history of 
the N. C. A. A.“ Wilson declared: 

We have reached the crossroads. 
The colleges can either level off 
and operate as they should, or 
they may get into trouble. We 
must set up a policy whereby a 
kid will choose a school for its 
educational value, rather than the 
achool choosing a kid for his ath- 
letic ability.” 

Colleges, he said, have prospered 
under true amateur operation and 
must continue to follow that pat- 
tern. “If we don’t, we invade the 
professional field, where we don’t 
belong,” he declared. 

His predecessor, the late Maj. 
John Griffith, once sent out a 
form letter to most of the college 
presidents in the country, outlin- 
ing his views on threatened profes- 
sionalism and asking for opinions 
on what should be done to correct 
abuses. The presidents displayed 
little interest, Wilson recalled. 

“He received only 28 replies,” 
Wilson continued. “Recently I 
sent out the same type of letter. I 
received nearly 200 replies. This 
shows that college presidents now 
are aware of the problem and are 
determined to take action where 
needed.” 


Wilson said some 28 conferences 
will be represented in New York 
Jan. 6-8, and independent schools, 
including West Point and Annapo- 
lis, have indicated they will co- 
operate with the N.C.A.A. Notre 
Dame has been invited, but Wilson 
aid he had not been advised 
whether it will participate in the 
meeting.

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 
HAVE received a letter which 
| voices a strong protest against 

some of our policies in regard 
to the Germans. 

The nine signers of the letter 
are worried, first, about the re- 
laxing of many controls in our 
zone of occupation in Germany 
which tends to allow the Ger- 
mans to run their own country. 
In answer to this, I would say 


that the Germans eventually will 
have to run their own country, 
and we have to prepare them for 
the time when they will be left 
without an army of occupation. 

Our safeguard in Germany 
should be the insistence that there 
shall be no rebuilding of heavy 
industry of the kind which would 
permit Germany again to become 
a great industrial nation and re- 
build a war machine. Small in- 
dustries needed for export pur- 
poses and for the daily life of the 
people should, of course, be per- 
mitted. The one thing to be 
viewed with alarm is any policy 
on the rt of the United States 
or Great Britain, no matter what 
the reason, which would allow 
Germany again to become a po- 
tential war breeder. 

R * 

The second protest is against 
granting licenses to G.I.s to marry 
German girls and allowing them 
to bring their wives to this coun- 
try. I was asked about this ques- 
tion when I was in Germany last 
year. I said then that I felt that 
any boy in love with a girl over 
there should not be allowed to 
marry until he came home and 
had sufficient tmie to be quite 
sure that his love was not born 
of loneliness and propinquity in a 
strang country. Many young 
soldiers were annoyed with me, 
but they saw the point. And I 


still believe that a rule requiring 
a boy to be home for at least four 
months before he could bring over 
the girl he wished to marty would 
be a safeguard to our present 
young army in Germany. 


These boys are not the boys who 
fought the war. Many of them 
have no real feeling against the 
Germans and do not understand 
the background of the two world 
wars. And as the German girls 
are quite ready to be friendly, the 
soldiers are apt to be carried 
away.

There are exceptions, of course. 
One boy told me he had been en- 
gaged to a girl for years and she 
had gone to Germany before the 
war to visit members of her fam- 
ily. Then, the war broke, prevent- 
ing her return to this country. 
Now, he Pe finally found her 
again in Germany. aturally, he 
wanted,to marry her, but the war- 
time rule prevent ‘it. He stuck 
to his purpose and succeeded. In 
that case, the boy was right. 

The third protest of my corre- 
spondents is against the bringing 
of German scientists and their 
families to this country. I am try- 
ing to find out the reason for this. 
I thought we were bringing over 
certain scientists who never were 
Nazis, but I do not really under- 
stand the reasons for doing this. 


My correspondents fear that we 
are building up ‘a strong nucleus” 
of Nazi spies in this country and 
are “strengthening the Nazi cause 
all over the world.” This is a con- 
sideration which should not be 
taken lightly. I think there is no 
question but that any Germans 
coming ino this country should be 
very carefully screened. Their 
background should be examined 
and tested in every possible way.

WO generations ago, wilted 
T iettucs could be made only in 
springtime. Now we can serve 
it any day in the year with a 
number of variations in lettuce 
thrown in for good measure. Leaf, 


head (iceberg), escarole and ro- 


maine are all excellent wilted. 


Evenly curly endive and tender - 


spinach are surprisingly good pre- 
pared in thig manner. But there is 
a trick to getting that old-time 
goodness, Whatever the greens, 
they must be clean, crisp and dry. 
Sweet flavorful bacon or salt pork 
fat, good vinegar and a little salt 
are all one meeds. The dressing 
should be prepared just before it 
is needed and the greens should 
be added to the dressing and the 
tossing should be done right in 
the skillet still standing over very 
low heat which will slightly warm 


up and wilt the greens. This wilt- - 


ing must be watched with an 
eagle eye. It is easy to carry it 
quickly to a point where the 
greens will look like a mass of 
wet rags. More than three- 
fourths of the gregns should re-, 
main crisp but at the same time 
make them most palatable. This 
means the salad must be served 
immediately to be at its best. 
Make the salad and serve it in 
your best looking skillet. It is ef- 
ficient and sophisticated to do 
this. Add something bright red or 
yellow the last moment for a 
lively garnish. Sliced red radishes, 
a few strips of pimiento or sliced 
hard-cooked eggs dashed with 
paprika will turn this salad into a 
beauty. 


Wilted Lettuce Salad. 


One pound crisp leaf or head 
lettuce, six to eight radishes (op- 
tional), five slices bacon (four 
ounces), two tablespoons finely 
chopped onion, one-fourth cup 
bacon drippings, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, two teaspoons sugar, 
two tablespoons vinegar. 


Separate lettuce leaves and 
make sure that rinsing water has 
been shaken off as much as pos- 
sible. Tear lettuce into bite-size 
pieces and slice radishes. Pan- 
fry bacon in a skillet until half 
done, add onion and continue 
cooking over low heat until bacon 
is done. Remove, drain, crumble. 
Meanwhile, warm a pottery or 
glass bowl by letting hot water 
stand in it. Pour out water, wipe 
dry quickly, turn lettuce, radishes 
and drained bacon and onion into 
it. To one-fourth cup drippings 
in pan, add remaining ingredients, 
Stir to blend and heat to boiling,

cup sugar, Zweibach crust. 


Beat egg, white until stiff but 
satin moist; add egg yolk and beat 
again. Beat cream until stiff and 
add cream, pot cheese, vanilla, 
flour and sugar. Add to beaten 
egg. Mix gently and turn into 
pie plate lined with Zweibach 
crust. Bake at 300 degrees until 
filling is firm. Recipe for Zwie- 
bach crust follows below:

Point out to your husband that children need 
praise and appreciation and affection, as well as censure and 
discipline—the latter, when necessary, should not be so harsh 
as to make them feel unjustly treated, misunderstood and un- 
loved, all of which the average adolescent is all too ready to 
feel on slight provocation in many cases. The youngsters, on 
their part, must try to make their father feel welcome at 
home, must realize he is the head of the family, must accord 
him respect and obedience and affection. On your part, keep 
that sense of humor. It makes for a good balance wheel, Help 
father and children to a better understanding of each other. 
This will come with sincere effort on the part of all.

How It Started

“Reward.” 

The story of the word “reward” 
has been the subject of contro- 
versy. There is one theory that the 
present meaning of “reward” us 
“recompense” came about because 
of a mistake, that “reward” was 
a combination of two old English 
words, rear“ meaning “behind” 
and ward“ meaning “guard.” The 
proponents of this theory point 
to the Wycliff Bible, the latter part 
of the passage in Isaiah LVIII:8, 
which reads: 


“Thy righteousness shall go 
before thee” (that is, shall be 
thy vanguard); “the glory of the 
Lord shall be thy rereward” (or 
rearguard),

The word “rereward” here is 
presumed to have been misinter- 
preted to mean “recompense.” 
The accepted etymology, how- 
ever, is that “reward” is the 
Anglicised version of the Old 
French regard. This meant first 
to look at, then to regard as 
worthy, and finally to give tangi- 
ble recognition of one’s favorable 
consideration. 
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Reforms in the State Department 
Aloof Child Effort Being Made to Make Newer Men More Representative of People

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. 
HY don’t people like diplo- 
mats? The State Department 
and the Foreign Service have 
been doing a lot of soul-searching 
lately, trying to find the answer. 
They have asked a good many 
outsiders. They think now they 
have a pretty good idea, 
The first question was: “What 
do people really think of diplo- 
mats?” i 


Most Americans think that the 
typical United States diplomat is 
a rich man’s son, born and 
brought up in Boston, New York 
or Philadelphia. He went to an 
expensive, exclusive, private prep 
school somewhere on the eastern 
seaboard, and attended Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton or some other 
“Ivy He 


League” university. 


knows little, and cares less, about. 


the rest of the United States and 
the rest of the American people. 


Diplomats, in the common view, 
attach too much importance to 
social glamor and glitter, and to 
ritual and ceremony. They mingle 
too much with their own kind and 
not enough with other kinds, They 
form a cozy little clique. | 

They may be good at passing a 
teacup or kissing a Duchess’s 
hand, but they don’t know much 
about the practical affairs and the 
grim realities of the real, modern 
world—about trade and manufac- 
turing, for example; and farming 
and engineering and physics and 
radio, to say nothing of warfare. 


The average citizen further 
probably thinks a diplomat is a 
deceitful and dishonest man. You 
never know what he is talking 
about. He lacks toughness and 
initiative; he has no gumption 
and get-up-and-git, He doesn't 
work hard enough. He doesn't 
fight hard enough for his own 
country's rights and interests. 

Perhaps worst of all, in the tax- 
payers’ eyes, the typical United 
States diplomat seems to have no 
realization of the fact that he is 
the taxpayers’ hired hand. On the 
contrary, the diplomat seems to 
think that he ig a better and a 
more important human being than 
the citizen who pays his salary. 

American diplomats have been 
shaken by these discoveries, but 
they are still game. 

The next question was: “Why 
do people have these opinions of 
diplomats?” 


The first thing the diplomats 
had to admit was that the com- 
mon opinion used to be pretty 
well justified by the facts. 

“Some men are sent abroad be- 
cause they are needed abroad, and 
some are sent because they are 
not wanted at home,” Secretary of 
State Seward once said. 


“The principal job of the third 
secretary of a big embassy was 
to array oneself properly and to 
distribute the ambassador’s cards 
about the city; also, to be avail- 
able in case a guest for dinner 
fell out at the last minute,” Am- 
bassador Hugh R. Wilson has 
written of the era before the first 
world war. 

One of the ablest and most dis- 
tinguished United States career 
diplomats, now in the service, said 
not long ago: 

“As recently as just before the 
New Deal, the State Department 
and the Foreign Service were 
completely controlled by a tight 
little clique of Harvard men who 
thought it was even worse to 
have gone to Harvard but not be- 
longed to the right clubs there 
than it was not to have gone to 
Harvard at all.” 


But times have changed, the 
diplomats hasten td say. America 
had produced some of the world’s 
ablest, and in the past 20 years 
a whole generation of remarkably 
able, hard-working, patriotic—and 
underpaid — younger men have 
come into the department and the 
service, 

Some of the diplomats’ man- 
ners and methods that the aver- 
age individual dislikes and dis-

trusts the most are the result of 
the very nature of diplomacy, the 
State Department has decided, so 
United States diplomats are going 
to have to go right on being fairly 
unpopular = 7 * to come, 


ERE is how the diplomat’s 
Herend training and 

work, and the private“ life 
he leads alienate his own people: 

First of all, the diplomat goes 
abroad as a young man and 
spends most of his life in for- 
eign countries, But, with few 
exceptions most Americans, or 
their forefathers, left other coun- 
tries because they didn’t like 
them, and came here. Yet the 
diplomat deliberately goes back 
‘there. This in itself is highly 
suspicious behavior. 

The longer the diplomat stays 
abroad, moreover, the more of his 
Americanism gets rubbed off. 
Worse yet, most United States 
diplomats abroad mingle primar- 
ily with the very elements who 
ruled their countries before in 
such a way as to make them 
seem unbearable to the Amer- 
icans’ forefathers—the hereditar- 


‘ily wealthy and otherwise priv- 


ileged and powerful elements of 
those ‘countries, . 

But it is Also a fact that rich 
men and “high society” still rule 
a good many countries, and it is 


the diplomat’s duty to keep in 


touch with whoever wields power 
wherever he is. 

World politics are also almost 
completely immoral, for the most 
part. There is no world law, in 
the true sense of the term, no 
policeman, no judge, no jail and no 
electric chair, 

These grim facts explain still 
further why the diplomat’s habits 
offend a good many people. They 
need a good deal of secrecy and, 
diplomats admit privately, some 
guile and duplicity, 

The State Department has be- 
gun a series of sweeping reforms, 
If and when completed, these re- 


improve America’s representation 
abroad and greatly change the 
whole character of United States 
diplomacy. 

The State Department and for- 
eign service are recruiting a much 
larger number of men than they 
had before the war. In 1939, ap- 
proximately 800 professional diplo- 
mats represented the United States 
in other countries, They were 
aided by 2000 clerks and 1250 mis- 
cellaneous employes, 

Today, the United States is rep- 
resented abroad by 58 ambassa- 
dors and ministers, most of whom 
are professional diplomats, plus 
980 other professionals, plus 3800 
other American officers and em- 
ployes, plus 6200 aliens—a total of 
more than 11,000.

B. have more than 16,000 rep- 

resentatives and employes 
abroad, as follows: Professional 
diplomats, 1400; members of a for- 
eign service reserve,” which is 
being planned, 600; administrative 
officers and employer 5300; alien 
employes, chiefly maintenance per- 
sonnel and minor clerks, 9000. 

A year from now, two-fifths of 
all of the full-time, proessional 
diplomats representing the United 
States in foreign countries will be 
new personnel taken in since the 
war, if the State Department’s 
present plans are realized. 

Most of these newer men will 
be war veterans, The newer men 
are more representative of the 
Autarions poopie as a whole than 
pre- diplomats were. They 
come from homes more widely 
distributed throughout the United 
States than old-style diplomats 
did. They went to colleges which 
also are more widely distributed. 
Fewer are rich men’s sons from 
the eastern seaboard, fewer are 
products of expensive and ex- 
clusive eastern schools, 

The State Department and for- 
eign service are adding a wide 
variety of expert technical func- 
tions and fugetionaries to their 


forms, it is believed, will vastly 


staffs to strengthen the old- 
fashioned legal-political personnel 
of United States diplomacy. 

There is now a post of Under 
Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs in the State Department, 
besides the older one of Under 
Secretary for Political Affairs. 

There are four assistant secre- 
taries and three special assistants 
to the secretary for economic, in- 
telligence, trade and other tech- 
nical and “functional” affairs, 
compared with only two “re 
gional” assistant secretaries. 

There are 13 of these “functional 
offices” compared with only five 
of the older “regional,” political 
offices.

F total United States diplo- 
matic representatives abroad, 
only 18 per cent are engaged 
in so-called “political” work—that 
is, old-fashioned diplomacy. Twen- 
ty-two per cent are engaged in 
economic reporting, 13 per cent in 
trade promotion and market re- 
porting, 24 per cent are perform- 
ing consular duties, 12 per cent in- 
formational and cultural work and 
11 per cent are responsible for 
administration. ‘| 
A program of “Amerteapization" 
is also under way. United States 
representatives will spend more of 
the early stages of their careers 
in this country. Among other 
things, this will give them a bet- 
ter chance to marry American 
wives, instead of foreign women, 
They will be brought home more 
often for leave and for work in 
the United States, throughout 
their careers. They will be en- 
couraged and helped to spend 
their home visits getting acquaint- 
ed with the “real America” out- 
side of Washington. 


Still another reform which Sec- 
retary Byrnes has adopted is al- 
ready beginning to pay dividends 
in public understanding and sup- 
port of United States diplomacy— 
the taking of the taxpayers into 
the confidence of the State De- 
partment. Byrnes is much more 
candid with the American people 
than any of his predecessors 
within living memory. This has 
done much, the department be- 
lieves, to dispel the suspicion 
which secrecy always inspires. 

Finally, among the principal 
reforms now being adopted, there 
is a campaign to introduce both 
the spirit and the behavior of pub- 
lic service into United States 
diplomacy to an extent that they 
have too seldom Leen apparent be- 
fore. 

“Unless we all realize fully, and 
think it over a great deal and let 
it sink into our minds, that we 
are public servants, we are not go- 
ing to accomplish the work that 
we are expected to do,” George 
V. Allen, now ambassador to Iran, 
said in an address to candidates 
for the service when he was last 
in this country, 


“We should always remember 
that as a public servant we are 
paid by the taxpayers of the Unit- 
ed States. This fact is too often 
forgotten when American citizens 
come into our offices abroad.” 

In pursuit of this ideal, orders 
have now gone out to American 
representatives abroad that callers 
are to be received with the great- 
est possible courtesy, respect and 
dispatch. All practical means are 
to be employed to speed up the 
handling of individulals’ business 
with embassies, legations and con- 
sulatas.

West opened the club ace and 
continued the suit. South ruffed, 
cashed the ace of trumps, and 
when the queen fell, let the 
trumps alone to run the hearts. 
West, of course, could not have 
ruffed in at any time with the 
spade king, but he was not par- 
ticularly anxious to be on lead! 
Declarer, however, did not consult 
West's wishes in the matter. Hav- 
ing discarded a diamond on the 
fourth heart, he now led the spade 
jack and West was in, whetheg 
he liked it or not. 


Having taken two tricks, the 
club and the spade. West of coure 
needed two more to defeat the 
contract. He laid down the dia- 
mond ace, hoping to find his part- 
ner with the king. After that, de- 
clarer could spread the hand. 


It is quite true that West could 
not avoid being thrown on lead 
with a trump, but his method of 
exiting left a great deal to be de- 
sired. Declarer had shown en 
exactly five spades, four hearts 
and one club hence he was 
marked with three diamonds. 
Thus, West should have led a low 
diamond, not the ace, and this 
play would have given him two 
diamond tricks merely because 
East had as good a card as the 
10-spot in the suit. It was not 
necessary and certainly not advis- 
able, to depend on East’s having 
the diamond king, 
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
